POST-PEARL HARBOR 
ACTIVITIES ALLEGED 


Speakers Said to Have 
Forecast Japanese In- 
vasion, Urged Negroes 
to Arm So They Could 
Help Them. 


Two Negro leaders of the Pa- 
cific Movement, Japanese-spon- 
sored organization of Negroes, 
were in custody today on an in- 
dictment returned by a Federal 
grand jury in East St. Louis yes- 
terday which charges them with 
conspiracy to violate the wartime 
sedition statute and the selective 
service law. 


Those held are David D. Erwin, 
a cook, who lives at 400 South Jef- 
ferson avenue, and General Lee 
Butler, a janitor, of 1925 Russell 
avenue, East St. Louis. 


Indicted with them were the or- 
ganization itself, and a Japanese 
whose identity is not known, de- 
scribed in the indictment as John 
Doe. 

Erwin calls “titmsélf Bishop of 
the Triumph Church of the New 
Age, described by the Government 
as a “pseudo religious adjunct” of 


the Pacific Movement which, ‘for 
a small fee, enrolled members of 
the movement as ministers, so that 
they could claim exemption from 
the draft. Recently Erwin suc- 
ceeded Butler as president of the 
Pacific Movement. He had been 
president, until Butler’s election in 
1940, after which Erwin was na- 
tional adviser. 


Since Pearl Harbor. 


The indictment is based on ac- 
tivities of the Pacific Movement 
since the attack on Pearl Harbor, 
particularly in the first three 
months of last year. It was in 
March last year that the 
Post-Dispatch, in a series of ex- 
clusive stories, first told of the ac- 
tivities of the Pacific Movement 
and its founder, “Dr.” Ashima 
Takis, who has variously described 
himself as a Japanese and a Fili- 
pino. Information obtained by the 
Post-Dispatch, and turned over to 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, led to the arrest of Takis, 
who is now serving a prison term 
for forgery of a money order. He 
is named in the indictment as one 
of the conspirators, but is not a 
defendant.

OFF S. AMERICA REPORTED 


Returning Seamen Say Submarines 
Struck at Convoy Early in Jan- 
uary; 28 Men Missing. 

MIAMI, Fla., Jan. 28 (AP).— 
Axis submarines struck a heavy 
blow at a convoy of merchant ships 
off the South American coast early 
in January and sank four United 
States vessels, seamen returning 
here reported. 

News of the attack, the first by 
a pack of submarines in the area, 
underscored the warning of high 
Government officials that the sub- 
marine menace remains serious in 
1943. 

Despite the rapid-fire attack by 
undersea raiders, loss of life was 
said to have been light. Survivors 
from three of the ships said 28 
men were missing from their ves- 
sels and some of these were be- 
lieved to have reached safety. 


FLYER USES KITCHEN BROOM

MISSOULA, Mont., Jan. 28 (AP).

Service Man Says He 
Found Suspect ‘Sweat- 
ing and Breathing 
Hard’ in Train Galley. 


ALBANY, Ore., Jan. 28 (AP).— 
A first-degree murder charge, 
which authorities said was based 
on circumstantial evidence and a 
reported confession, has been filed 
against a dining car cook in the 
killing of a Navy bride aboard a 
California-bound passenger train 
last Saturday. 

District Attorney Harlow Wein- 
rick filed the charge in Justice 
Court yesterday, naming Robert 


Folkes, 20 years old, Los Angeles, 
Negro second cook aboard a unit 
of the Southern Pacific’s West 
Coast Limited, as defendant. He 
is held in Los Angeles, where, 
Weinrick was informed, he made 
a statement admitting the killing. 

The charge against Folkes con- 
stituted the first important de- 
velopment in the fantastic case 
since the morning, five days ago, 
when the body of Mrs. Martha 
Virginia James, 21, of Norfolk, Va., 
was found in the aisle of a sleep- 
ing car. 

The young woman, four-month 
bride of Ensign Richard F. James, 
had been slashed across the throat, 
as she lay in lower berth 13, of 
sleeper D. 


Confession Reported. 


In Los Angeles Detective Capt. 
Verne Rasmussen said Folkes ad- 
mitted the killing, saying he had 
stabbed Mrs. James with a sharp 
boning knife at the instigation of 
another unidentified man. 

Rasmussen said the admission 
was contained in a signed state- 
ment which the cook made after 
first giving several conflicting 
versions of his actions on the 
night of the killing, later begin- 
ning a confession, contradicting it 
and eventually repudiating it, 

“There is now no doubt what- 
ever in our minds that Folkes is 
the slayer,” the detective declared. 

Rasmussen said Folke’s state- 
ment told of. a deal made with a 
man on the train who assertedly 
informed the cook he had to get 
Mrs. James “out of the way” and 
offered him $1000 to “do the job.” 

Folkes said the man first as- 
serted he was Mrs. James’ hus- 
band, Rasmussen reported, but 
later the cook referred to him only 
as “the other man.” Ensign James 
was not on the train with his wife. 

The detective quoted Folkes as 
stating he didn’t get any money 
from the man, but that he entered 
Mrs. James’s berth, straddled the 
upper portion of her body and 
stabbed her with the knife. 


Examined by Psychiatrist. 


Before Folkes signed the state- 
ment, Rasmussen said, a psychia- 
trist, Dr. Paul de River, was called 
in to examine the Negro. Dr. De 
River pronounced him “sane but 
of the emotional, braggart, exhibi- 
tionist type.” 

Rasmussen said the test of 
Folkes’ statement would not be 
made public at least until after it 
has been submitted to Oregon au- 
thorities. Folkes is to be taken to 
Albany, seat of the county in which 
the killing occurred. 

Testimony tending to associate 
Folkes with the crime was given 
by Harold Wilson, a Marine Corps 
private who occupied the berth 
above that of Mrs, James. Wilson 
told investigators he saw a man 
emerge from lower 13 at the mo- 
ment of the killing and said he 
pursued him through the train. 

In the galley of the diner, one 
car back, he found a cook, Wilson 
related.

A new food product which the 
Russians call “Cvinaya Tushonka” 
—which is Russian for “pork 
chunks”—will be produced by the 


Hunter Packing Co. of East St. 
Louis for shipment to the Red 
Army. The Food Distribution Ad- 
ministration has placed an order 
calling for millions of cans, and 
production will get under way in 
a few weeks.. 

Tushonka consists of lean fresh 
pork cut into strips and precooked 
in boiling water, It is packed in

per, onion and one bay leaf to the 
can. Created especially for war 
needs, it serves as a field ration, 
and is now becoming familiar to 
Red soldiers as a form of aid from 
their American allies. 

Several local packing plants are 
canning food rations for the 
United States Army, but Hunter is 
the first to receive an order for a 
Red Army ration.

LONDON, Jan. 28 (AP). — The 
Royal Air Force hit the German 
city of Duesseldorf with several 


hundred tons of high explosives 
and incendiary bombs last night 
during the fourth Allied aerial 
blow at the German war macbine 
in two nights and a day, it was 
announced today. 

“Preliminary reports of last 
night’s raid on the Rhineland by 
Lancasters and Halifaxes show 
several hundred tons of high ex- 
plosives and incendiary bombs 
were dropped on Duesseldorf in 20 
minutes,” and authoritative state- 
ment said. 

“Heavy clouds made it difficult 
to assess the result, but the glare 
of fierce fires was seen and the 
attack is believed fo have been very 
effective.” 

London commentators expressed 

ief that great damage was 
caused by the swift and searing 
saturation raid. 

The Air Ministry, had reported 
that six bombers were missing 
from a heavy attack on industrial 
objectives in the Rhineland, which 
continued a cycle of raids featured 
by the first United States air 
forces assault on the Reich and 
the first bombing of Copenhagen. 

American Raids. 

Duesseldorf, a center of trans- 
port and heavy industry in North- 
west Germany, is 160 miles south- 
west of the Wilhelmshaven naval 
base which, with Emden, was 
heavily pounded yesterday by 
United States heavy bombers, 

The German high command, in 
a communique broadcast from Ber- 
lin, sought to discount the effect 
of the American blows. It de- 
clared that “a daylight attempt 
under the cover of cloud to bomb 
targets at Helgoland Bay were 
foiled by fighters and AA de- 
fenses.” 

Striking back by daylight, Ger- 
man flyers attacked a southeast 
coast town of England this morn- 
ing, inflicting considerable damage 
and some casualties. 

The Lancasters and Halifaxes in 
the Rhineland raid are capable 
of carrying four two-ton blockbust- 
ers each. 

The Ministry described the at- 
tack as “heavy,” but did not indi- 
cate the actual number of planes 
participating.

MOSCOW, Jan. 28 (AP).—A new 
Red Army thrust, launched from 
the Tuapse sector of the.

Neftegorsk is an important refin- 
ing center 25 miles from Maikop.

The Russians burned and blasted 
Maikop and its surrounding wells 
before they moved out in the face 
of the German advance early last

(A still further widening of the 
front was reported by the Berlin 
radio, which said “considerable” 
Russian forces had begun attack- 
ing on the central sector north- 
west of Voronezh. This means 
either that the Red Army has 
launched another offensive, or that 
the forces which captured Voronezh 
early this week have extended their 
drive northward.

1256 US. SOLDIERS 
DEAD, WOUNDED On 
MISSING IN TUNISIA 


Stimson Discloses Casual- 
ties in Discussion of De- 
velopments on Various 
Battle Fronts. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28—Amer- 
ican casualties to date in Tunisia 
have totaled 1258 dead, wounded 
and missing, Secretary of War 
Stimson said today. 


The Tunisian casualties of the 
United States Army forces include 
226 men listed as missing who 
have been reported taken prisoner, 
Stimson said, while 211 have been 
reported killed, 532 wounded and 
another 289 listed as missing. 


Revised reports of the recent 
armored raid by American forces 
against enemy positions in Central 
Tunisia showed these results, he 
said: Two United States soldiers 
were killed and two tanks were 
lost; the enemy had 25 killed and 
150 men taken prisoner. 

Remarking that in all war 
theaters “all of our air operations 

ave been brilliantly successful”, 
Stimson said that during the last 
11 months of 1942 Army flyers 
shot down 987 enemy aircraft, 
against a loss of 309 and probably 
destroyed 362 other enemy planes. 

He explained that the figures on 
enemy losses were confined to 
aerial combat, but the American 
losses included planes shot down 
by antiaircraft fire. No January, 
1942, figures were included, since 
the reports for that month are in- 
complete. 

During the last 11 months of 
1942, American Army bombers de- 
stroyed 480 enemy planes, prob- 
ably destroyed 226, against a loss 
of 110. American Army fighters 
shot down 294 enemy planes, prob- 
ably destroyed 75, and lost 164. 
Army miscellaneous aircraft shot 
down 213 enemy planes, counted 61 
probables and lost only 35.

The military chiefs conferred 
with Lieut. Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, commander in chief of the 
Allied expeditionary force in North 
Africa, after the Casablanca con- 
ference of President Roosevelt and 
Prime Minister Churchill. The 
conference here, second in nppee 
tance only to the Casablanca meet- 
ing, undoubtedly workéd out many 
details of the broad strategy 
planned by Roosevelt and Church- 
ill for 1943. It is considered an in- 
dication that the Allies consider a 
Mediterranean offensive against 
the Axis as one of the best bids 
for victory. 

Leaders Who Attended. 

The meeting was held in the 
headquarters of Gen. Eisenhower, 
and, for the United States, was at- 
tended by Gen. George C. Marshall, 
Army Chief of Staff; Admiral Er- 
nest J. King, Commander in Chief 
of the Navy; Lieut. Gen. H. H. 
Arnold, Commander in Chief of 
Army Air Forces, and other high 
officers. 

Britain was represented by Field 
Marshal Sir John Dill, head of 
the British joint staff mission in 
Washington; Admiral Sir Dudley 
Pound, First Sea Lord; Gen. Sir 
Harold Alexander, Commander in 
Chief in the Middle East; Vice 
Admiral Lord Louis Mountbatten, 
chief of combined operations (Com- 
mandos), and others. 

The seven men named conferred 
day and night for two days with 
Eisenhower after speeding east- 
ward from the Roosevelt-Churchill 
meeting at Casablanca. 

Eisenhower the Center. 

Gen. Marshall and Admiral King 
stayed at Gen. Eisenhower's resi- 
dence and Lord Mountbatten, Mar- 
shal Dill, Admiral Pound and Ad- 
miral Sir Andrew Cunningham, 
naval commander of the Allied 
force in North Africa, occupied 
joint quarters.

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STALIN GETS NOTE 
FROM ROOSEVELT 
AND CHURCHILL ON 
MILITARY PLANS 


U. S. Ambassador Stand- 
ley and British Charge 
D’Affaires Call at 
Kremlin to Deliver 
Joint Message. 


MOSCOW, Jan. 28 (AP).— Ad- 
mira] William H. Standley, United 
States Ambassador, and W. Lacy 
Baggallay, British Charge D’Af- 
faires, who called at the Kremlin 
yesterday, handed Premier Stalin 
a joint note from President Roose- 
velt and Prime Minister Churchill. 

Admiral Standley refused to dis- 


cuss what was in the note or even 
say if he knew what it contained, 
but it was learned it related to 
military plans. 

President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill] announced at 
their conference at Casablanca that 
Stalin was being kept informed of 
the discussions there. 


Half-Hour Conference. 


The envoys’ conference with 
Stalin lasted half an hour. Ques- 
tioned afterward as to whether 
the Soviet leader seemed pleased 
with the note, the Ambassador 
said: “He’s a placid man. He 
doesn’t get excited easily.” 

He said Stalin seemed overjoyed 
at the news from Stalingrad and 
about the success of the Red Army 
over the encircled Germans. 

Asked if Stalin seemed more 
pleased over this news than over 
the note, the Ambassador replied, 
“Well, it is hard to say about him. 
He doesn’t get very excited, you 
know.” 

He described the Premier as 
“very serious” and showing “he’s 
had a busy month.” 

Looked “Very Busy.” 

By this, he added, he did not 
mean to imply that Stalin looked 
in bad health, but merely had the 
appearance of a very busy man 
with much responsibility. 

In reply to questions Admiral 
Standley said he could not say 
whether the Soviet Premier knew 
in advance about the Roosevelt- 
Churchill meeting. 

Reminded that foreign broad- 
casts had given the impression 
that Stalin had been kept up to 
the minute on details of the Casa- 
blanca conference, he referred re- 
porters to the communique issued 
in North Africa which said merely 
that Stalin had been “fully in- 
formed of the military proposals.” 


Smoking “War Pipe.” 

Admiral Standley said Stalin was 
smoking a pipe when he received 
the envoys. 

“A peace 
asked. 

“No, by thunder,” said the Am- 

bassador. “He was smoking a war 
pipe.” 
Asked if he could discuss wheth- 
er any progress was being made 
toward a supreme Allied command 
which would include the Soviet 
Union and China, Admiral Stand- 
ley said he personally knew noth- 
ing about such a project and per- 
sonally did not think it would 
work. 

“When you begin talking about 
general staffs conducting wars 
which are taking place all over the 
world.” he continued, “it is diffi- 
cult for me to conceive of a staff 
which could assimilate and make 
the decisions covering all phases.” 

This was the Ambassador's first 
conference with Stalin since he 
returned to Moscow from a visit 
to the United States early in Janu- 
ary.

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CHINESE MINISTER 
HAILS CONFERENCE 


CHUNGKING, Jan. 28 (AP).— 
Foreign Minister T. V. Soong 
hailed the Casablanca conference 
today as insuring unremitting of- 
fensive operations against the Axis 
nations. 

He said in a statement: 

“To the confusion of Germany, 
Italy and Japan the year 1943 will 
prove that the United Nations are 
no longer on defense, but possess 
a burning determination and ever- 
expanding strength to encompass 
the unconditional surrender of the 
aggressor nations. 

“All are resolved that from now 
on the war will itself be unremit- 
tingly carried to the enemy equal- 
ly in the Far East and in Europe” 

Another high Chinese authority 
gaid that China had not been in- 
vited to Casablanca but confirmed 
the conference announcement that 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek had 
been kept informed of the proceed- 
ings. The authority said he could 
not confirm reports that it had 
been decided to keep the Oriental 
theater “passive” this year. 

This source said the conference 
had removed any chances of a 
negotiated peace with Japan, 

“China will not rest until she has 
marched troops into Japan and oc- 
cupied some of her cities, even if 
only as a token,” he said. 

He emphasized that China has no 
territorial ambitions beyond the 
recovery of territories lost to Ja- 
pan, including Manchuria and 
Formosa. 

The Chinese press, which had 
hoped that the Casablanca confer- 
ence would produce a “big four” 
war council, generally indorsed the 
meeting and urged formation of 
the council without delay.

CHURCHILL TO GIVE 
COMMONS A REPORT 


LONDON, Jan. 28 (AP).—A re- 
port to the House of Commons on 
the Casablanca conference will be 


made by Prime Minister Churchill 
“at the earliest moment when it is 
literally physically possible,” For- 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden 
promised today, He told Commons 
he could not now predict an ex- 
act date for Churchill's appear- 
ance, 

Observers asserted Churchill's 
world gtrategy conference with 
President Roosevelt has forestalled 
a new German peace . offensive, 
and informed quarters said the im- 
mediate result was likely to be the 
announcement of an over-all com- 
mand for the impending battle of 
Tunisia. 

An unofficial American source 
reported that full agreement had 
been reached at Casablanca on a 
commander to take charge of Brit- 
ish forces driving from the east 
and British, American and French 
armies in Tunisia, , 

A Royal Air Force commentator 
added that early announcement 
also was expected on plans to co- 
ordinate the efforts of Allied air 
forces in Libya, Malta and Tunisia, 
all of which are hammering at the 
same targets. 

Political observers said indica- 
tions that Adolf Hitler would of- 
fer a compromise peace as part 
of his 1943 plans had been mul- 
tiplying for a month. Unconfirmed 
but persistent reports said his pro- 
posals were to be made through 
non-belligerent Spain and would 
contain an offer to withdraw from 
Western Europe while retaining 
territories occupied in Poland, 
Russia and the Balkans. 

Thus the Casablanca declaration 
that the United Nations would be 
satisfied with nothing short of the 
unconditional surrender of Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan was viewed 
as having smashed this peace of- 
fensive before it could even get 
started, 

New Hope for Enslaved. 

It was expected also that the 
conference’s clear statement that 
the United Nations have completed 
their strategy for a _ series of 
smashing blows and are now get- 
ting ready to implement it, would 
spread a new wave of hope among 
the enslaved peoples of Europe. 

Representatives of the Allied 
governments said new outbreaks 
of sabotage and general resistance 
to the Germans were almost cer- 
tain. 

The biggest cloud over the con- 
ference was the failure to reconcile 
the two main elements of French 
resistance in a more striking fash- 
ion. It was understood on good 
authority that Gen, Charles de 
Gaulle, leader of the Fighting 
French, will continue to direct the 
armed forces under his command. 
G@ircles close to him said he was 
disappointed with the lack of re- 
sults of his meeting with Gen. 
Henri Giraud, leader of the North 


and West African French.

Copenhagen Bombed. 


While the American planes were 
raiding Wilhelmshaven, Mosquito 
bombers of the R. A. F. subjected 
the Danish capital of Copenhagen 
to its first bombing, striking at 
factories turning out war materials 
for the Germans, 


The previous night, British 
bombers had raided the German 
submarine base at Lorient and the 
port of Bordeaux in occupied 
France, 

Observers said the stepped-up 
Allied air offensive, with the R, A. 
F. carrying the war to Germany 
by night and the United States 
Army Air Forces by day, would 
bring home to the German people 
the fact that their once-vaunted 
air force no longer has control of 
the air in the West. 


It was expected that the raids 
on Europe by British-based bomb- 
ers soon would be supplemented by 
air attacks from newly-won Allied 
bases in North Africa. 


Damage at Copenhagen. 


The main targets at Copenhagen 
were factories engaged in turning 
out Diesel engines for Nazi sub- 
marines. Dispatches from Stock- 
holm said that two big factories 
in the Danish capital had been set 
afire and that five persons were 
killed and 50 injured. 


It was feared, the Stockholm re- 
ports said, that an examination of 
the ruins would disclose an even 
larger toll of casualties. 

Damage in the bombed sections 
of Copenhagen, these sources as- 
serted, necessitated the removal of 
some 7000 persons to public build- 
ings taken over as emergency 
shelters. 

In addition to bombing Copen- 
hagen, British planes also attacked 
railway targets in Northern 
France and enemy shipping off 
the Dutch coast yesterday. Only 
one R. A. F. plane was reported 
lost in all these operations. 


Results at Berlin. 


A commentator said results of 
the recent R, A. F. night raids on 
Berlin were not fully known be- 
cause of bad photographic condi- 
tions, but that the Nazi acknowl- 
edgment of around 900 deaths was 
a fair indication of the scale of 
attack. 

Photographs and eyewitness re- 
ports obtained by intelligence 
agents confirmed reports that pub- 
lic transportation in Duisberg had 
been knocked out for about four 
days and factory output badly crip- 
pled due to destruction of a tram- 
way depot and repair shops, he 
continued, 

The pictures also showed six 
acres of the Duisberg cable fac- 
tory were destroyed and another 
six and a half acres damaged. 

The Nazis’ submarine output is 
smaller than it would have been 
if the bomber command hadn't 
attacked engine plants, assembly 
factories, and bases, and mined 
Baltic crew training waters, the 
commentator said.

STATE SENATORS 
CONSIDER BARBER 
ILL FUND INQUIRY 


Get Reports That $10,000 
Is Being Raised to Pro- 


mote Measure for Price 
Fixing.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 28.—It 
has become known here that a 
group of State Senators have un- 
der consideration a Senate investi- 
gation of reports they have re- 
ceived that plans are under way 
for raising a fund of nearly $10,000 
to promote the passage of a bill to 
permit the State Board of Barber 
Examiners to fix minimum rates 
for all barber shop services, 


According to information in the 
possession of a St. Louis Senator, 
the plan contemplates the collec- 
tion of $1 from each registered 
barber in the State, which, if suc- 
cessful, would mean a fund of 
about $9000. : 


Senator Anthony M. Webbe of 
St. Louis, a member of the Pub- 
lic Health Committee, to which the 


bill has been referred, was report- 
ed to be drafting a resolution for 
a general investigation of the ac- 
tivities of the Board of Barber Ex- 
aminers, but Webbe said today he 
had not decided whether to in- 
stitute an investigation. 

The barber price-fixing bill is an 
old timer in the Missouri Legisla- 
ture, one of those bills which al- 
most passes but never does. Fail- 
ing in one session, it bobs up in 
the next. 

It was introduced this time by 
Senator D. Raymond Carter 
(Rep.), Seymour, and is in the 
form which it bore last session aft- 
er it had been sheared of some of 
its objectionable features by 
amendments in the Senate. It 
gives the State board absolute pow- 
er to fix minimum prices for all 
services available in barber shops 
and gives the board power to re- 
voke the license of any barber who 
charges less than the minimum 
prices fixed by the board. The ef- 
fect of its passage would be to in- 
crease prices and to create a mo- 
nopoly. 

The bill first made its appear- 
ance in the House in the 1937 Leg- 
islature. That year it failed of per- 
fection, the House refusing to 
place it on the calendar for a vote 
On passage. 

It was back in 1939, when it was 
killed in the House Committee on 
Public Health. 

Back in 1941, it made greater 
progress than in previous years. 
It was passed in the House, but 
was amended in the Senate to 
strike out some of its features, It 
went back to the House for con- 
currence in Senate amendments, 
being taken up on the final day 
of the session. The roll call | 
showed one-third of the members 
absent, and the vote in favor of 
concurrence was only 45, which 
was 31 less than the required num- 
ber. That killed the bill.

with, 

He said general tax matters, 
including a presidential request for 
16 billion revenue in addition to 
the 35 billion expected from the 
present laws, probably would be 
considered after a pay-as-you-go 
measure was put on the Presi- 
dent’s desk. 

Doughton and Senator George 
(Dem.), Georgia, chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee, have 
jointly admonished that any pay- 
as-you-go legislation would not re- 
move the necessity of taxpayers 
filing their returns by March 15, 
as required by present law. 


Doughton emphasized that the 
committee would consider, begin- 
ning Tuesday, “the pay-as-you-go 
problem generally,” not  deal- 
ing now with the Ruml or any 
other specific plan, or as the chair- 
man put it, “any special hop, skip 
or jump proposal.” 

The payment plan. advanced by 
Beardsley Ruml, chairman of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York, proposes to skip 1942 taxes 
and to begin collection of 1943 
taxes by weekly, biweekly or 
monthly deductions from individu- 
al incomes. 


Doughton indicated it might be 
midsummer before the pay-as-you- 
go problem, which he described as 
“one of the worst headaches we 
ever had” in devising details, would 
be written into law, although he 
still appeared hopeful the current 
collections would apply to at least 
a part of 1943. 


There appeared to be virtually 
unanimous sentiment in the Ways 
and Means Committee that some 
sort of current-collection basis 
must be worked out, in view of 
the heavy burdens of wartime tax- 
ation.

AUSTRALIA HEAR 
JAPS ARE MASSIN 


BIG INVASION ARM 


Canberra Believes Foe Is 
Preparing Major Attack 
on Northern Coast of 
Continent. 


CANBERRA, Australia, Jan. 28 
(AP).—Belief that Japan is pre- 
paring a major military operation 
against Northern Australia was 
expressed today in Australian Gov- 
ernment quarters, 

Government informants, whose 
identity cannot be disclosed fur- 
ther, said- information had been 
received that the Japanese were 
increasing their concentrations of 
troops and shipping in areas from 
which Northern Australia would 
be threatened, 

(The dispatch did not mention 
the bases at which these concen- 
trations were reported, but Gen. 
MacArthur’s air forces have been 
active over the entire fringe of 
islands above Australia, from 
Timor on the west to New Britain 
on the east.) 

Japanese movements were said 
to be on a scale great enough to 
cause deep concern in the Aus 
tralian capital. 

Japanese activity was reported 
increasing along the coasts of the 
Dutch (Western) half of New 
Guinea, threatening the Southern

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP).— 
Rubber Director William Jeffers 
doesn't think he violated any pres- 
idential orders when he said Army 
and Navy production expediters 


are “loafers” who interfere with 


war production. 

His office confirmed today that 
Jeffers intends to “speak my mind” 
when asked about the rubber pro- 


gram, despite a-letter from Elmer 
Davis, director of the Office of 
War Information, reminding him 
that President Roosevelt has in- 
structed government officials not 
to air their disputes in public and 
to submit all public statements to 
OW! for clearance. 

“IT need hardly emphasize that 
the remarks attributed to you are 
in conflict with these instructions 
of the President,” Davis’ letter 
said. 

Contributes to Confusion. 

“The public airing of such con- 
flicts and particularly in the 
language attributed to you not only 
contributes to confusion at home, 
but furnishes ammunition to the 
propaganda machines of our ene- 
meIOG. «6 « 

“Such incidents can be avoided 
in the future. if you will be good 
enough to submit to the OWI for 
appropriate clearance any remarks 
that you intend to make on occa- 
sions where such utterances are 
likely to reach the public.” 

Jeffers was not immediately 
available personally for comment 
on the letter, but associates said 
he had voiced “the utmost respect 
for Mr. Davis’ views” while feeling 
nevertheless that the OWI chief 
had “made a mistake.” The re- 
marks in Baltimore earlier this 
week were made in answer to 
questions at a round-table confer- 
ence of the Council of State Gov- 
ernments and were not in any 
sense a speech, they said. 

“But it is now 14 months since 
Pearl Harbor and one year since 
the synthetic rubber plant appro- 
priations were made,” Jeffers was 
quoted as saying. 

“Will Speak My Mind.” 

“In all those months not a single 
pound of synthetic rubber has been 
made by those plants,” he con- 
tinued. “I know the capacity of 
business in this country if it can 
once get rolling, and my only 
concern is to help get it rolling.” 

To accomplish this aim, Jeffers 
was quoted as saying “I will speak 
my mind.” 

A spokesman said this meant 
that, while Jeffers intended to com- 
ply with the rules governing clear- 
ance of public utterances, he never- 
theless intended to give his views 
directly and fully. when called on 
for information. Davis made an 
honest mistake, the rubber director 
was represented as believing, in 
thinking that Jeffers’ replies to 
forum questions in Baltimore were 
an official statement planned for 
public dissemination. 

Decision Held Up. 

Jeffers currently is involved ina 
clash with the Army and Navy 
over which should get top priority 
ratings for equipment and material, 
the rubber program on one hand 
or the aviation gasoline and escort 
ship programs on the other. A 
WPB decision to push 55 per cent 
of the rubber program is reported 
to have been held in abeyance for 
President Roosevelt’s personal ac- 
tion due to military opposition. 

Davis told his press conference 
yesterday Jeffers’ remarks were 
“clearly a contravention of the 
(President's) letter . .” Davis 
did not make his letter to Jeffers 
public, but Jeffers had no hesitancy 
in doing so.

Signs and Passwords. 

At one of these meetings, last 
Feb. 3 at Pacific Hall, the indict- 
ment alleges, Erwin brought to the 
gathering “greetings from their 
Japanese friend in St. Louis.” At 
another he gave certain of those 
present signs and passwords with 
which they were to identify them- 
selves to the invading Japanese. 

Erwin, as “Bishop” and Butler,

This phase of the Pacific Move- 
ment is the basis for the second 
count of the indictment, which 
alleges conspiracy to interfere with 
operation of the selective service 
law. Maximum punishment for 
this offense is a prison term of 
five years, and a fine of $10,000. 

The first count, based on the 
sedition statute, charges conspir- 
acy to cause disloyalty and re- 
fusal of duty in the military and 
naval forces. Maximum punish- 
ment for this offense is a prison 
term of two years, and a fine of 
$10,000.

Convict Testifies Japanese Gave 
Him $800 to Get Members. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 28 (AP). 
George Johnson, Negro inmate of 
the Menard (Ill.) Penitentiary, tes- 
tified yesterday that in 1934 an 
unidentified Japanese gave him 
$800 to recruit members for the 
Peace Movement of Ethiopia who 
were to help overthrow the United 
States Government when war 
broke out. 

Johnson, who was sentenced to 
one to 20 years for burglary and 
larceny at East St. Louis, testified 
at the trial of four officers of the 
Peace Movement of Ethiopia be- 
fore United States District Judge 
William H. Holly on charges of 
sedition and conspiracy to com- 
mit sedition. 

The four defendants are Mrs. 
Mitte Maude Lena Gordon, presi- 
dent; her husband, William Green 
Gordon, founder; David James Lo- 
gan, executive officer, and Seon 
Emanuel Jones, president of the 
Chicago local. 

Johnson testified that Mrs. Gor- 
don, her husband and Logan sent 
for him in 1933, the year he was 
paroled, and asked him to join, 
but he refused. They again sent 
for him in 1934 when he met the 
Japanese whose identity he said 
he did not know and who told him 
the war would break out in 1944. 

The Japanese, he said, gave him 
$300 to recruit members for the 
organization. It was then, he said, 
that the Japanese told him they 
wanted to have enough members 
to overthrow the Government 
when war broke out. 

Shortly afterward hé said he met 
the three officers and the Japanese 
in a farmhouse outside of Pitts- 
burgh. He said ne was given $500 
by the Japanese, who told him the 
Japanese were financing the Peace 
Movement of Ethiopia. 

He said he voluntarily turned 
himself over to Menard Peniten- 
tiary officials for violating his pa- 
role because he feared he would

The committee’s action in execu- 
tive session was on a split vote, 
Representatives Lane of Massa- 
chusetts and- Cellar of New York, 
Democrats, opposing the bill, which 
was introduced by Hobbs (Dem.), 
Alabama, 


The bill would subject to a 
maximum penalty of 20 years im- 
prisonment and a fine of $10,000 
anyone interfering with interstate 
commerce movements during war- 
time. Hobbs said it was aimed at 
practices of some labor unions 
blocking truck shipments because 
union labor was not employed. 


No hearings were held on the 
proposed legislation, which was 
voted out by the same committee 
during the last session of Congress 
_after extensive public hearings at 
| which organized labor spokesmen 
strongly opposed it,

Roosevelt’s Chief of Staff

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—There 
has been considerable curiosity 
here as to why Admiral William 
D, Leahy, Chief of Staff to the 
Commander-in-Chief, did not par- 
ticipate in the conference in Casa- 
blanca at which President Roose- 
velt and Prime Minister Churchill 
discussed the future strategy of the 


war. He was the only top-ranking 
military figure who was not pres- 
ent. 


‘The reason why Leahy was not 
in Morocco had nothing to do with 
strategy. When Roosevelt, Ad- 
miral Ernest J. King, Commander- 
in-Chief of the United States fleet, 
and Gen. George C. Marshall, 
Army Chief of Staff, were ready 
to take off with their aides, Ad- 
miral Leahy had a severe cold and 
a slight fever. 


His friends and fellow officers 
strongly counseled against his 
making the trip, which was certain 
to be arduous. But Leahy was de 
termined to go. He felt that he 
could be of particular use in the 
negotiations leading up to the 
meeting between Gens. de Gaulle 
and Giraud because of his experi- 
ence as Ambassador at Vichy for 
more than a year and a half.

ARMY UNIT PLANNED 


Loyal Volunteers to Be En- 
listed—Increased War Job 
Opportunities Intimated. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP).— 
The Army announced plans today 
for a combat unit of loyal Jap- 
anese - Americans. Secretary of . 
War Stimson said the decision to 
organize the unit, including infan- 
try, artillery, engineer and medi- 
cal personnel, was based on “the 
inherent right of every faithful 
citizen, regardies of ancestry, to 
bear arms in the nation’s battle.” 

He also intimated a greater use 
of loyal Japanese-Americans in 
war jobs when he said: 


“The War Department’s action 
is part of a larger program which 
will enable al loyal American cit- 
izens of Japanese ancestry to make 
their proper contribution toward 
winning the war—through employ- 
ment in war production as well as 
military service.” 

The Army will accept volunteers 
for induction through the Selective 
Service system, Stimson said, with 
facilities being made available 
throughout this country, including 
war relocation centers, and in 
Hawaii. 

“This action was taken,” Stim- 
son said, “following study by the 
War Department of many earnest 
requests by local American citizens 
of Japanese extraction for the or- 
ganization of a special unit of the 
Army in which they could have 
their share in the fight against the 
nation’s enemies,”

GERMANS RETREAT 
WEST OF VORONEZH 


NEW YORK, Jan. 28 (AP). — 
German forces west of Voronezh, 
the former anchor of their Don 
River line, are withdrawing to a 


new, shortened line, the German 
high command announced today. 

Its communique, broadcast from 
Berlin and recorded by the Asso- 
ciated Press, said: 


“Heavy fighting west of Voro- 
nezh is continuing with undimin- 
ished vigor. After repulsing all 
enemy attempts at encirclement 
the German troops, obeying orders, 
are withdrawing to a new, short- 
ened line. Strong Luftwaffe for- 
mations, supporting the ground 
forces, inflicted heavy losses in 


men and material on the attack- 
ing Soviets.” 

The Berlin radio reported last 
night that the Russian southern 
offensive below Voronezh now had 
“overlapped” the central front 
northwest of that city, and “thus 
the central sector has been drawn 
into the great battle of the South.” 

The broadcast quoted a German 
military commentator, Capt. Lud- 
wig Sertorius as saying: 

“The Soviet Russtans are em- 
ploying considerable forces there, 


but it cannot yet be stated wheth- 
er this means a shift in the cen- 
ter of gravity of their offensive 
or whether the main thrust of the 
enemy continues to be aimed in 
the old direction, that is, towards 
the Donets basin and Rostov.” 


The Russians already have seven 
drives under way on fronts extend- 
ing from Leningrad on the Baltic 
Sea to the Kuban River in the 
Caucasus. 


The central front above Vo- 
ronezh runs northwestward to the 


Orel sector, then north to Vyaz- 
ma, 130 miles west of Moscow. 
Nazi-held Vyazma is on the road 
Napoleon took in his invasion of 
Russia, and also was the original 
route taken by the Germans in 
1941 when they threatened Mos- 
cow, later to be driven back.

REDS TAKE OIL

places on the Voronezh front and 
reported that more towns were 
taken on both the southern and 
southwestern fronts. 

The reduction of the trapped 
Axis forces before Stalingrad con- 
tinued, the Russians said, assert- 
ing that a German General, three 
Colonels and other officers were 
among those who surrendered dur- 
ing the night. “The Germans put 
up a weak fire of resistance,” the 
communique reported. “Every 
hour the number of prisoners is 
growing.” 

The midnight communique said 
that 2000 of the pocketed troops at 
Stalingrad yesterday “laid down 
their arms, including a whole regi- 
ment”-in one sector, and another 
1350 surrendered near the central 
part of the city. This, the Russians 
estimated, reduced the _ trapped 
troops to 8500. The original Ger- 
man besieging force numbered 220,- 
000 troops. 

5000 Taken in Voronezh Area. 

In the Varvorovka-Shelyakino 
sector of the Voronezh front the 
communique reported 5000 Axis 
troops, including high officers, had 
surrendered after only a short bat- 
tle. The Russians previously have 
announced a total of almost 80,000 
captured on the Voronezh front. 

Soviet forces in this area swept 
into Gorschechnoye, 80 miles east 
and slightly south of Kursk, a Ger- 
man strongpoint on the Moscow- 
Kharkov Railway. 

The latest thrust ti) ward Rostov 
was from Salsk, whence a Red 
Army spur had driven northwest- 
ward along the railway to Ataman. 
Meanwhile, other units pressed on 
beyond Belaya Glina, on the main 
Stalingrad line and only 40 miles 
from Tikhoretsk, it was reported. 

The other spearheads bearing 
down on Rostov were at points 70 
miles north of the city and 56 
miles to the east, on the lower Don. 

On the southern front the Rus- 
sians reported the capture of Novo 
Alexandrovskaya, 30 miles due east 
of Kropotkin, and Rashivatskaya, 
20 miles southeast. At Novo Alex- 
androvskaya the Soviet troops are 
in position to flank Kropotkin from 
the north, and the whole operation 
in this area and along the Baku- 
Rostov - Railway past Armavir 
formed another segment of the 
circling maneuver about Maikop. 

Nazi Prisoners Assail Officers. 

The Russians quoted prisoners 
taken in the Stalingrad trap as 
denouncing Hitler and officers 
who “ran away and left us.” 

The Communist party newspa- 
per Pravda reported 60 German 
aviators were captured near Stal- 
ingrad when the Reds were driv- 
ing the foe from behind into the 
city. They were caught throw- 
ing gasoline on their planes when 
the Russians took the last Ger- 
man airdrome. One captured pilot 
said the flyers came only recent- 
ly from Sicily.

inquiry, but said he spent about 
$40 of his own on the Kansas City 
trip.

The stern fact about the war in Asia is that 
the core of Japanese resistance—the Japanese Army—has been 
In all the South Pacific, including Burma, not more 


thar three or four Japanese divisions are in actual contact with the 


Allied armies. 


And except for the Chinese, who are without arma- 


ment, and the Russians, who are neutral, none of the Allied ground 


forces are within 1000 miles of the 


source of supply. 

If it could be assumed that air 
power and sea power alone will de- 
feat Japan, this would be no source 
of concern. But we cannot be sure 
that they will. Those who know 
the Japanese Army and its fa- 
naticism believe that it is quite 
possible that that Army will go on 
fighting even if the navy and air 
force are decisively defeated. By 
so doing, the Japanese might hope 
to force the Allies to accept a 
compromise peace instead of out- 
right Japanese capitu'ation. 

It is a mistake to think of Japan 
as a sea power only. In the past 
11 years of continental aggression, 
she has made herself, a landpower 
of formidable dimensions with land 
bases vulnerable from only Russia 
or China. From one or both of 
these countries the Allies must 
ultimately deliver the knockout 
blow. 

The distribution of Japanese 


ground forces in Asia shows what 
the United Nations are up against. 
Japan, so far, has mobilized rough- 
ly 2,800,000 men. Her army con- 
sists of about 80 divisions averag- 
ing 15,000 men a division and sup- 
plemented by numerous auxiliary 
services. Of this total at least 25 
divisions are in China and another 
21 in Manchuria. (Note: Man- 
choukuo is: the official Japanese 
name for what China and other 
United Nations call Manchuria.) 
In Japan itself there are another 
10 or 15 divisions. 


Connections With Asia. 

Thus three-fourths of the Japa- 
nese divisions stationed in 
Japan and adjacent portions of the 
continent and are easily served by 
railways, roads and coastal ship- 
ping. It must be expected that even’ 
if the Japanese Navy were reduced 
to impotence it would still be pos- 
sible for Japan to maintain con- 
nection with her continental bases 
across the narrow and well- 
screened Straits of Shimoneki. In 
the area, too, there are more than 
90 per cent of Japan’s industrial 
capacity and the bulk of her es- 
sential raw materials. 

The Japanese Army’s reserves of 
munitions, oil and rubber doubt- 
less are sufficient for some time if 
its southern sources should be cut 
off and are being augmented 
steadily during the present period 
of military inactivity. 

Hopscotching to Tokyo over the 
islands of the West Pacific will 
be a long and arduous undertak- 
ing. In the process, severe dam- 
age may be done to the Japanese 
Navy and Air Force, but we still 
have to advance 1000 miles before 
we can engage the main force of 
the Japanese Army. 

In all the South Pacific islands, 
including the Dutch Indies, the 
Philippines, Formosa and the Caro- 
lines, the Japanese Army has about 
10 divisions, or only one-eighth of 
its total strength. The severance 
of these islands from their main 
bases would be a serious blow but 
mot necessarily a mortal one. The

Basis Is Laid

Jap Premier Admits, 
However, That 
Task Will Require 
‘Great Efforts.’ 


NEW YORK, Jan. 28 (AP). 
REMIER GEN. HIDEKI 

P roso told the Japanese Diet 
Diet today that victories 
achieved by Japan’s armed forces 
during the past year had laid the 
foundations for certain victory over 
the United States and Britain, 
whom he charged with “sinister 
ambitions to dominate the world.” 

The Premier, whose address was 
reported by the Tokyo radio, boast- 
ed that Japan’s position both for 
offense and defense had been com- 
pleted by the establishment of out- 
lying bases and_by the acquisition 
of vast naturai resources. 

The address marked the recon- 
vening of the Diet after the New 
Year’s recess. The session had 
been delayed a week by Tojo’s ill- 
ness, according to Japanese an- 
nouncements, and the Tokyo radio 
said the Premier still was suffer- 
ing from fever. 

Tojo said that “of course it will 
require great efforts on our part 
to make these resources demon- 
strate their real wealth and power” 
but that Japan’s position neverthe- 


less was secure. 

Masayuki Tani, Foreign Minis- 
ter, said that Japan intended to 
respect its neutrality pact with 
Soviet Russia and assumed that 
Russia would do the same, accord- 
ing to versions of his speech to 
the Diet broadcast by Axis radios. 

The Berlin radio quoted Tani 
as saying that Tokyo’s “policy of 
respecting the neutrality pact with 
the Soviet Union concluded in 
April, 1941, has undergone no 
modification.” 

Tani remarked that “almost all 
the American states, including 
Chile, have now succumbed to the 
pressure of the United States.” 

Chile broke diplomatic relations 
with the Axis last week, leaving 
Argentina the only American state 
still on friendly terms with Japan 
and her allies. 

“Should Argentina maintain her 
policy of neutrality notwithstand- 
ing this (United States) pressure 
we shall entertain all the more re-

At Casablanca

HY was Russia not repre- 
W sented at the Casablanca con- 
ference? 

A cordial invitation had been 
sent to the Russian leader to join 
President Roosevelt and Premier 
Churchill somewhere in Africa. 
Had he agreed to attend, “the 
meeting would have been held very 
much further to the east,” possibly 
Cairo. Stalin refused, In the words 
of the Casablanca communique: 
“He (Stalin) was unable to leave 
Russia at this time’on account of 
the great offensive which he him- 
self, as Commander-in-Chief, is di- 
recting.” 


In view of the present situation 
on the Eastern front this ex- 
planation makes sense. Nonethe- 
less, the suspicion will not down 
that there was more to Stalin’s 
refusal than meets the eye. Not 
only did Stalin stay away from 
the conference himself, but, inso- 
far as publicly known, he also sent 
no one in his place. 

This could not have been be- 
cause of any basic, unresolvable 
difference of opinion between Rus- 
sia, on the one hand, and Great 
Britain and the United States, on 
the other, on matters of military 
strategy. 

There were such- differences 
last year when the Russians de- 
manded the establishment of a 
second front in Europe and Britain 
and America resisted that demand. 
These differences have since dis- 
appeared. 

Nothing can be more certain 
than that a second front in Eu- 
rope is on the way. In the mean- 
time, Great Britain and the United 
States have drawn some of the 
German fire from Russia by com- 
pelling Hitler to send men and 
planes and supplies to Africa and 
will draw more as the offensive 
in Tunisia begins to develop. 

Furthermore, British and Ameri- 
can contributions of materiel to 
Russia are now beginning to ap- 
proach satisfactory levels and are 
certain to increase as time goes on,

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Efforts for French Unity Viewed 
As Success in Establishing Policy 


Roosevelt, Churchill Made It Clear That Fac- 
tional Rows Must Not Hamper Fight or 
Determine Postwar Government.

HE failure of the Roosevelt- 

Churchill war conference at 

Casablanca to achieve full and 
frank unity among the French 
probably masks greater success 
than appears. 

On the face of things, to put it 
bluntly, Roosevelt and Churchill 
seem to have read the riot act to 
High Commissioner Gen. Henri 
Giraud and Gen. Charles de 


Gaulle, leader of the Fighting 
French. 


Wes Gallagher, head of the As- 
sociated Press staff in North Af- 


rica, says in his dispatches that 
“any definite settlement between 
the two is going to be a long, 
tedious process.” 


Meantime the two French Gen- 
erals publicly pledge themselves to 
liberate France by “union in war 
of all free Frenchmen fighting side 
by side with all the Allies” and an- 
nounced establishment of regular 
liaison, if no more. 


Example for Others. 


The real success is that the Pres- 
ident and the Prime Minister, who 
hold the purse strings and who 
have force and prestige with them, 
have obliged the two _ sparring 
Frenchmen to talk things over and 
to realize that they must subordi- 
nate their views to the good of 
France. Once they experience the 
value of co-operation, even under 
pressure, they may get the habit, 
especially when they know the big 
powers are tired of their squab- 
bling. 


Another long-range benefit may 
come out of this experience be- 
cause, if it works, it will demon- 
strate to other dissidents of other 
countries that more is to be gained 
by burying the hatchet than by 
striving for a control they won't 
get anyway. The United States 


in particular is emphasizing a pol- 
icy that each country must decide 
after the war what government, 
what leaders it wishes. That 
means that not all the govern- 
ments-in-exile will move back into 
their countries. The people who 
stayed at home and suffered will 
be the masters of their futures, 


Points of Dissension. 


In the North African problem 
the troublesome political hubbub 
was this: 


De Gaulle as leader of the Fight- 
ing French insisted that none con- 
nected with the Vichy Government 
should have power and that all the 
Vichy sympathizers should be sub- 
dued and some of them jailed. He 
was furious when Gen. Eisenhower 
put the late Admiral Jean Darian 
in civil control of North Africa, 
and was angered further when the 
present Governor-General of Ak 
geria, Marcel Peyrouton, was in<« 
stalled. 


Peyrouton served as Minister of 
Interior at Vichy and afterwards 
as Ambassador to the Argentine 
Republic, but broke with Vichy 
when Pierre Laval returned to 
power. 


Giraud as High Commissioner of 
French North and West Africa was 
the United States’ first choice for 
French leader there. Unfortunate- 
ly Giraud was little known and 
without real influence in Africa. 
Thereupon Admiral Darlan ap- 
peared, joined the Allies and de 
livered to them the country in- 
cluding Dakar, the great fortified 
port. He was a Vichyite but he 
alone was able to give French 
North Africa peacefully to the 
American Army. He was assas- 
sinated, which probably saved the 
powers much grief.

OME yeafs ago, a relatively young man worked out a 
S satisfactory estate plan in conjunction with his attorney 
and our officers.

Second, part of his estate went to his minor children, and 
this required the appointment of a guardian who was required 
to post a bond. The annual bond premium paid out of the chil- 
dren's funds took approximately 20% of their income. The 
guardian was required to invest the children’s property under 
the unwise restrictions of the antiquated laws under which 
guardians must operate. The children will receive the *princi- 
pal of their respective shares of the estate at age 21, although 
his unsigned will provided otherwise.

Third, the portion of the estate which went to his wife, 
plus the rather substantial estate that she has in her own 
name, enlarged her estate for tax. purposes with the result 
that her prospective estate and inheritance taxes have been 
greatly increased. 

Fourth, although he planned to leave his estate in trust 
in order to provide experienced investment management, his 
estate went outright to the various members of his family, 
and thus the burden of management and its attendant risks 
was placed upon people who had no specialized training in 
the handling of investments.

Windshield Blind Spots. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N these days of multitudinous wind- 

shield stickers, it would be well that 
gome thought be given concerning the 
location in which they might be placed 
in order to form the least obstruction 
to vision for safety in driving. 

It is not unusual nowadays to see cars 
with as many as five stickers arranged 
vertically on the far right-hand side of 
the front windshield. These, together 
with the right-corner post, create a very 
appreciable blind spot that obscures the 
approach of a car from the right. No 
obscuring of vision would result if these 
stickers were attached to the windshield 
in a horizontal, rather than vertical, row 
at the extreme lower left portion of the 
windshield directly before the driver, or 
else upon that portion of the windshield 
directly behind the rear vision mirror. 

The number of near-accidents which I 
personally have observed in the last few 
weeks, and which I felt could only be 

ttributed to these windshield blind 
spots, is sufficient in my opinion to war- 
rant an enforcible rule regarding the 
location of windshield stickers.

IN BEHALF OF SMALL BUSINESS. 


The dramatic events of the last several days have 
obscured an important report to the Senate by one 
of its special committees. This is the Committee 
on Small Business, headed by Senator Murray of 
Montana, and its report includes five recommenda- 
tions, which may be summarized as follows: 

Small business must be more effectively used 
in war production, 

Small business must be more effectively used 
in meeting essential civillan needs. 

Small business requires assistance in adjust- 
ing to certain war conditions. 

Small business needs better access to capital. 

If small business is to make its maximum 
contribution to American life, the Federal Gov- 
ernment must improve its approach to small 
business problems. 


Senator Murray and his colleagues on the com- 
mittee—Senators Maloney of Connecticut, Ellender 
of Louisiana, Mead of New York, Stewart of Ten- 
nessee, Democrats, and Capper of Kansas and Taft 
of Ohio, Republicans—do not rest on these generali- 
They have specific proposals for making them 
real so the lot of small business may be improved 
forthwith. 

What has happened in the field of production for 
war everyone knows. The vast bulk of the orders 
has gone to relatively few large companies. Small 
business has been left outside. The result is that 
many little companies have been forced to close, and 
this, in turn, has caused economic distréss in small 
communities which range from coast to coast. 

The Small Business Committee suggests the pos- 
sibility of the establishment of a War Minerals Di- 
rector with statutory power to co-ordinate the activ- 
ities of the various Federal agencies engaged in the 
discovery, development, production, importing and 
financing of metals and minerals. This would be 
for the purpose of breaking present restrictions im- 
posed by the available supply of critical and stra- 
tegic materials, on the amount of munitions which 
can be produced in this country and upon the num- 
ber of small plants which can be put to work on 
war production. 

The specific recommendation with respect to the 
second point, more effective use of small business 
in meeting essential civilian needs, is also on the 
same broad scale. Here the committee puts forth 
the idea of legislation for a civilian supply admin- 
istrator within the War Production Board “with full 
authority and responsibility to determine civilian 
needs and to take such steps as may be necessary 
to meet civilian needs.” If these needs can be estab- 
lished and protected, then small business will have 
its proper work to do on the home front. _ 

No one who is not in small business can appre- 
ciate what the war economy has done in the way 
of raising problems with regard to leasing, mortgag- 
ing, inventory and such matters. The Murray com- 
mittee plans legislation to help in these readjust- 
ments. Looking on beyond war to the peace which 
will follow, it proposes to “investigate fully the need 
for an improved system of providing equity capital 
as a means of aiding small business in the postwar 
period.” 

There is nothing of charity in this report. It does 
not regard small business as the poor relation of 
big business. It does, ag the report itself in effect 
says, take small business spokesmen at their word: 
they want no doles or handouts, but a chance to do 
their part as producers in our economic democracy. 

Neither is the report overly critical of the war 
effort. The Senators who sign it know the forces 
in a period like this which tend to centralize pro- 
duction. But they also keep their eyes lifted for 
the long view. Thus, they make the sound point 
that “those who are planning the war and building 
the future of our country ought to put the nation’s 
existing capacity to maximum use for production 
now, rather than to continue building magnificent 
factories which are likely, after the war, to be leased 
or otherwise disposed of to large corporations.” 

This is typical of the vision which characterizes 
the work that Senator Murray and his fellow com- 
mittee members have done. It is unlikely that a 
sounder comment on Federal administration has 
been spoken since we went to war than in these 
words from their report: 

The Government is the creation of the people, 
and it should live among the people. Our vast 
country cannot be administered by “directives” 
from Washington, D. C., or by any group of 
people, no matter how well-intentioned, who sit 
behind closed doors and neglect to take the peo- 
ple into their councils. Every small business 


man knows that the Government must be taken 
to the people and the people to the Government.

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A LESSON FOR LOOSE TALKERS. 

Representative Andrew J. May of Kentucky roused 
a good many false hopes last summer when he made 
the wild-eyed statement that the war would end 
“probably in 1942 and unquestionably in 1943.” No- 
body would have believed a private citizen who made 
stich a rosy forecast, but May is a veteran member 
of Congress and chairman of the House Military 
Affairs Committee, so might be presumed to know 
what he was talking about. He gave no reason for 
the prediction, except to say that it was based on 
“a military secret.” 

Things looked much less promising last July 9 
than they have looked in recent weeks, but neither 
President Roosevelt nor Prime Minister Churchill 
has predicted even that the war will end in‘ 1943, 
The President goes no farther than to express a hope 
that it will. Churchill says only that the new turn 
of events niarks “the end of the beginning.” 

Representative May now -has taken back his fan- 
tastic prediction. ‘He ate his words this week by the 
following statement in the House: 


Nobody is able to say whether the war will last 
two years longer, five years longer or 10 years 
longer. We don’t know whether we are in the 
front part, the middle part or the last part of 
the most difficult war in. history. 


Other persons, some in Government service and 
some in private life, have occasionally made state- 
ments almost as sweeping and as groundless as May’s 
forecast. His retraction ought to contain something 
of a lesson for all the loose talkers,

A JOLT FOR G. O. P. TRADITIONS. 

By long tradition, the Republican party stands for 
safe and conservative policies, particularly for watch- 
ful care of the people’s money. What most horri- 
fied the G. O. P. about the New Deal was its free- 
handed pump-priming and its deficit spending, and 
so it has been through party history. 

Yet in Missouri today, the Republican House ma- 
jority stands on record as opposed to a plan for a 
balanced State budget. The remarkable state of 
affairs arose when the Democratic minority, eager 
to make capital out of Gov. Donnell’s proposals for 
expenditure of nine million dollars more than the 
biennium’s expected revenue, moved to call on the 


| State Budget Department to prepare a balanced 


budget. The vote was strictly on party lines, 83 to 
46. When the Republicans loyally voted to back up 
the Governor, they also voted against deflating his 
swollen budget. 

Of course, this was just another instance where 
the Legislature’s experienced Democrats out-ma- 
neuvered the inexperienced Republicans, but it was 
the Governor, a Republican, who provided this op- 
portunity for smooth political strategy at his party’s 
expense. A long line of Republican economizers 
must be whirling in their graves at this news of 
how the Missouri G. O. P. is getting itself branded 
as a lot of sce ee 

A HISTORICAL FOOTNOTE. 

When Mr. Roosevelt proposed naming the Casa- 
blanca meeting the “Unconditional Surrender Con- 
ference,” he was using one of his favorite devices 
of relating a current situation to a celebrated eni- 
sode in American: history. 

It was in February, 1862, when Gen. U. 8S. Grant, 
who had yet to rise to fame, was attacking Fort 
Donelson on the Tennessee River, The Confederate 
commander, Gen. Simon B. Buckner, sent a mes- 
sage asking for “terms of surrender.” Grant’s reply 
was: “No terms except an unconditional and imme- 
diate surrender can be accepted. I propose to move 
immediately upon your works.” ‘The fort was sur- 
rendered. 

“The victory,” wrote Carl Sandburg in his monu- 
mental biography of Abraham Lincoln, “clinched 
Kentucky to the Union, gave a foothold in Tennes- 
see, sent Union armies 200 miles forward into enemy 
territory. More than anything else, it lighted up 
the gloom of the North. Over the country were out- 
pourings of people to celebrate with bonfires, fire- 
works, bells ringing, whistles blowing, meetings, 
speeches, subscriptions for the wounded. ‘Men em- 
braced each other on the street.’” The country, 
playing on Grant’s initials, nicknamed him “Uncon- 
ditional Surrender Grant.” 

Later, when Grant was under fire for his use of 


1 liquor, Lincoln asked the famous question of a dis- 


tinguished New York minister who had asked for 
Grant’s removal: “Doctor, can you tell me where 
Gen. Grant gets his liquor?” He added, if he could 


find out, he would send some to “some of my other 


Generals who have never yet won a victory.” After 
that,;-Lincoln was troubled with no more dry dele- 
gations protesting against Grant. Said Lincoln: 
“Ever since he sent that message to Buckner... 
I have felt he was a man I could tie to, though I 
have never seen him.” 

Again, after the surrender of Vicksburg, Lincoln 
said: “I guess I was right in standing by Grant, 
although there wag great pressure made after Pitts- 
burg Landing to have him removed. I thought I 
saw enough in Grant to convince me that he was 
one on whom the country could depend. That ‘un- 
conditional surrender’ message to Buckner at Donel- 
son suited me. It indicated the spirit of the man.” 

This flashback into American history has rele- 
vancy to the military situation in 1943. Appomat- 
tox was still far off, but it was foreshadowed by 
Grant’s defiant ultimatum to Buckner.

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THE FLYNN VOTE. 

The vote on the Flynn appointment in the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee cut across party lines 
yet, in a sense, it didn’t. Three Democrats joined 
seven Republicans in voting unfavorably on the 
nomination of the Bronx Tammany boss to be rov- 
ing Ambassador to the South Pacific, but two of 
them, George of Georgia and Gillette of Iowa, were 
objects of the New Deal’s 1938 primary purge that 
failed. Van Nuys of Indiana has steered his own 
course, much of the time apart from the adminis- 
tration, as for example, when he opposed the ap- 
pointment of Hague’s man for the Federal bench. 

Two things are to be read from this close vote 
of 13-to-10 in the committee. First, the Flynn ap- 
pointment, if confirmed, will be by a relatively close 
vote. Should Senator McNary find it possible to 
have every Republican in his seat to cast a negative 
vote, that alone would be 38 nays. The votes of 
George, Gillette and Van Nuys would raise the op- 
position to 41. Thus, if the Democratic side yields 
only a few more votes against Flynn, the President’s 
choice will have been beaten and Mr. Roosevelt will 
have suffered his greatest personal defeat in the 
Senate in 10 years. This has not happened, but it 
is a definite possibility. 

The second thing to be seen in the committee 
action is evidence that the Southern Democratic 
Senators are going their own way in this session. 
They never have been in sympathy with much of 
the New Deal’s program and methods. They asso- 
ciated themselves with the administration so long 
as it was expedient and will now break with it when 
expediency points the other way. ‘There will be no 
obstruction of the war effort in Congress, but the 
period of rubber stamp voting of administration 
wishes, it may well be, ended Nov. 3. 


REVOLT IN MARSEILLE. 

Frenchmen got out their hidden guns and fought 
German soldiers when the order was given to evac- 
uate the old port section of Marseille; tanks and 
artillery were required to put down the outbreak 
of resistance. Now it is reported that 40,000 per- 
sons have been arrested. 

All this is in keeping with the character of the 
ancient city. It is a stubborn, determined and un- 
yielding city, where more than one conqueror has 
met the same sort of opposition that the Nazis now 
are encountering. Marseille rose en masse against 
the aristocracy in the French Revolution. When 
the excesses of the Terror began, its people revolted 
against the Convention. The Napoleonic wars ruined 
its commerce, and Bonaparte became a hated name 
in’ Marseille. Even in times of peace, the place has 
been a hotbed of turbulent radical elements. 

Marseille’s greatest fame stems from the episode 
most significant today—its part in creation of the 
French national anthem. Just 150 years ago last 
summer, when Prussia and Austria invaded France, 
a young Captain named Rouget de Lisle was inspired 
to compose the words and music of the rousing bat- 
tle hymn. It was sung so lustily by the soldiers of 
Marseille as they marched to Paris that it was 
named in their honor—“‘The Marseillaise.” 

“Ye sons of freedom, wake to glory!” the stirring 
song commands. It calls for war against “hateful 
tyrants, hireling hosts, a ruffian band.” Its refrain 
is as inspiring to patriotic Frenchmen in 1943 as 
it was in 1792: 


To arms! to arms, ye brave! 
The avenging sword unsheathe; 

March on! march on! all hearts resolved 
On victory or death. 


Today the song is forbidden where the Nazi con- 
querors rule. The revolt in the city whose name it 
bears {is a sign of things to come, when the stirring 
song will once more be heard in a free France,

Submarine is viewed by authorities as most deadly weapon of the 
Axis, former foreign correspondent says; quotes shipping expert 
who fixes Allied and neutral losses as already more than in World 
War I; secrecy has kept public from realizing gravity of this peril.

HE German submarine has come to be 
T regarded by responsible naval authori- 

ties in Washington as the most deadly 
weapon in the hands of the Axis. Sinkings 
by U-boats continued at a high level 
throughout 1942, with more than 500 cargo 
ships sent to the bottom in the Western 
Atlantic alone, (The latest announced total 
was 601.) 


An internationally known shipping expert 
informed the writer that the total of 11,- 
189,000 gross tons of Allied and neutral 
shipping sunk in the four years of World 
War I had been “considerably exceeded” in 
the first three years of the present conflict. 


The need to conceal our losses from the 
enemy has kept the American people from 
appreciating the full gravity of this peril. 
Their justified satisfaction over the mag- 
nificent achievement of our shipyards in 
producing 8,000,000 tons of shipping last 
year would be sadly diminished if it were 
generally realized that Axis destruction of 
United Nations shipping exceeded total 
United States launchings in 1942, 


Only indirectly and occasionally does the 
public gain an inkling of our terrific ship- 
ping losses, when, as happened recently, ra- 
tioning of gasoline and fuel oil was sud- 
denly tightened as a consequence of the tor- 
pedoing of many tankers carrying supplies 
to North Africa. 


Much Like 1917 Crisis. 


It is no exaggeration to say that the U- 
boat menace is approaching the grave turn 
it took in the spring of 1917, when one ship 
out of every four that left the British Isles 
never returned. 


Admiral Harold R. Stark, Commander of 
United States'Naval Forces in Europe, was 
guilty of no overstatement when he de- 
clared, in an interview in Washington on 
Jan, 8, that our “greatest enemy is the sub- 
marine,” adding that “our losses are some- 
thing to be very uncomfortable about.” 


One reason for the uneasiness in Wash- 
ington is that the Germans are admittedly 
building submarines faster than we can sink 
them. The Nazis are believed to have a 
force of 300 fast, long-range U-boats, with 
never less than 100 at sea at one time. 
Their losses are being replaced at a rate of 
17 to 25 a month. 


American and British bombers from time 
to time make raids on German submarine 
bases, but the effectiveness of these at- 
tacks is dubious. German bases bristle 
with anti-aircraft guns (a recent raid on 


the submarine base at Lorient cost us six 
Flying Fortresses), and the enemy has built 
massive concrete bomb shelters to protect 
their underwater craft in port. 


Other factors that explain why the cur- 
rent U-boat campaign is more destructive 
than anything known in World War I are: 


(1) The superior armor protection of 
German submarines, making them much 
more difficult to sink than the egg-shells 
of the last war, 


(2) The use of light Diesel engines, which 
enables them to operate upwards of 15,000 
miles without refueling. 


(3) The adoption of better tactics in at- 
tacking convoys, notably the use of the 
“pack” system in place of hit-and-run raids 
by lone U-boats, and clever co-ordination of 
submarine and airplane, 


(4) The inadequacy of Allied escort pro- 
tection, resulting from the strain on our 
naval and air strength. 


Former Allies Now Enemies. 


In the First World War, the American 
and British navies were aided not only by 
French and Italian destroyers, but were 
able to concentrate their forces in the At- 
lantic. In this war Japan, our former ally, 
is an enemy, compelling us to divert half 
our naval strength to the Pacific. 


In 1917, when Admiral Jellicoe warned 
that “we are heading straight for disaster,” 
the U-boat menace was overcome in the 
nick of time only because Lloyd George 
forced the convoy system on a reluctant 
Admiralty. But the answer to Hitler’s sub- 
marine challenge has yet to be found. 


Because of this failure, Nazi submarines 
today are hampering military operations of 
the Anglo-American forces-in North Africa 
by seriously curtailing their supplies. If 
sinkings in 1943 continue at their present 
rate, the movement of American troops and 
supplies overseas will be gravely restricted 
and jeopardized. 


Even fulfillment of President Roosevelt’s 
gigantic schedule of 16,000,000 tons of new 
shipping in 1943 will not of itself provide 
the solution, Although the Allies have been 
fighting the Nazi submarine with convoys, 
patrol planes, blimps, mines and the bomb- 
ing of yards and bases, all these measures, 
despite certain successes, have not provided 
the reply to the U-boat. 


Unless an answer to the riddle is discov- 
ered, Hitler may yet force a stalemate in 


this war. 


There’s Romance in Names

BUICK 1941 four-door sedan is not a 

Z-47, or a Chrysler 1939 coach an X-101. 
It would be hard to touch the customer’s 
imagination with labels as bleak and mean- 
ingless, and it just occurs to the fighting 
forces that popular interest is too valuable 
a war factor to be sacrificed by giving 
romantic things like our fighting planes 
names as cold and impersonal as P-38 or 
39 or 40. 

Only flyers and factory people, and small 
boys up to their ears in model-making, 
can readily identify our war planes by sym- 
bols more suited to inventories than to the 
popular parlance. So from here on, in 


service reports, they are to be, respectively, 
the Lockheed Lightning, Bell Airacobra and 
Curtiss Warhawk, 

The British have christened their flying 
ships with picturesque and appropriate 
names: the Hurricane, the Spitfire, the 
Mustang and Havoc—the last two being 
American creations, 

Railroads long ago learned that publicity 
values lie in names like the Chief, the Royal 
Palm, the Twentieth Century Limited. Who 
wants to take the 5:15 if he can ride the 
Katy Flyer?

WO mighty waterways which flow in 

opposite directions and one miniature 
channel which has run first one way and 
then the other and is now a drainage ditch 
are the subjects of the three newest vol- 
umes in the Rivers of America series. With 
the appearance of these “biographies” of the 
Lower Mississippi, the St. Lawrence and the 
Chicago, 21 have now been published. Al- 
though they range geographically from the 
Kennebec in Maine to the Sacramento in 
California, they do not yet include some of 
the greatest of the continent’s rivers. Still 
among the missing are the Missouri, the 
Ohio, the Columbia, the Colorado, the Rio 
Grande, Snake, Arkansas and Red. 

Hodding Carter’s study of the Mississippi 
from Cairo to the Gulf of Mexico is one of 
the high spots of the series thus far. By 
the editor and publisher of the Greenville 
(Miss.) Delta Democrat-Times, it is a book 
such as a sensitive, river-loving dweller in 
the lower valley might have written, even 
without the stimulus of the series of which 
it is a part. 

° . . 

The author combines the history of Old 
Man River in his lower reaches with the 
economics, social customs, habits and 
aspirations of the people. De Soto, Jean 
Lafitte, Henry M. Shreve and Mark Twain 
are in his story. So are the Negro share- 
croppers, the Cajuns and the small farm 
owners who are variously known as poor 
whites, peckerwoods and rednecks. So are 
malaria, yellow fever and cholera. So are 
the Black Hand and the lottery, floods, 
white-pillared mansions and cherished su- 
perstitions. The portrait of silver-haired, 
gentle Will Percy in his great unlocked 
brown house among the cotton fields and 
cypress brake is a friend’s discriminating 
tribute to his neighbor. 

Presenting the St. Lawrence, Henry Bes- 
ton sings of a river on whose shores he has 
known “many a kindness,” from which he 
has heard the church bells and in whose 
waters he has seen reflected the solitary 
ranges and spruce forests and towering 
clouds, He has people and history and 
drama in his pages, too, but he also has 
loon calls, bright-colored leaves and the 
fiercely drifting snows of the Northern win- 
ters. There is no reference to the quintu- 
plets, but much about the greater snow geese, 
those giant white birds which come like a 
blizzard from Greenland each autumn. A 
highlight chapter is a collection of “legends 
for a winter night” such as might be told by 
St. Lawrence people at a roaring log fire.

The Chicago River obviously does not be- 
long in the Rivers of America series. It 
has no importance of its own. Were there 
no city where it joins Lake Michigan, not 
even the publishers would have thought of 
including it. However, Harry Hansen, who 
used to live and work on its banks and 
never has forgotten it, has written a live- 
ly, entertaining and informative book about 
the city itself. Now and then he remem- 
bers to refer to the creek which is his sub- 
ject; mostly he writes about Lincoln, Carl 
Sandburg, Carter Harrison, Louls H. Sulli- 
van, Frank Lloyd Wright, A. A. Stagg and 
others who have figured in the life of the 
America’s No. 2 metropolis. 

One little-known story in his book is 
that of the Schuenemann Christmas tree 
ships from Michigan, which came on for 
12 years under Mrs. Schuenemann after 
her husband and his brother were lost, 
along with their ship of Christmas greens, 


just 30 years ago.

LESS RAYON FOR STOCKINGS

Cut in Coffee Sales Off to March 1. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP).— 
A 25 per cent cut in roasters’ sales 
of coffee was postponed by the 
Office of Price Administration to- 
day from Feb. 1 until March 1. 
Postponement was neecssary, OPA 
explained, because short supplies 
and the uneven distribution of 
green coffee prevented some roabt- 
ers from roasting enough to permit 
their wholesale and retail custom- 
ers to build up inventories al- 
lowed under coffee rationing rules.

Have 
been in villages that only two 
whites ever have seen—and _ the 
pictures I could have had.” 

Laments Lack of Camera.

seek complicated or sinister rea- 
sons for their absence, In both 
cases there is a perfectly simple 
explanation. As to Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek, he is facing, at 
home, what must be described as 
an extremely difficult political sit- 
uation—one in which he is under 
great pressure from the Commu- 
nists, whom he profoundly dis- 
trusts, while at the same time he 
has to find means for carrying on 
war against the Japanese with 
only the most sketchy aid from 
his Allies. Had he gone to Casa- 
blanca and returned without im- 
mediate and tangible benefits for 
China, his position at home might 
have become impossible—and of 
such benefits he could not be cer- 
tain. 

As for Stalin, he is the main- 
spring of a great offensive opera- 
tion against the German armies 
which is just now approaching its 
crisis. The Russian armies are 
closing in on Rostov, they have 
freed their main lines of commu- 
nication but the German resistance 
is growing and it is evident that 
the critical moment of the great 
struggle is approaching. Stalin is, 
first of all, a Russian and a na- 
tionalist, and from his point of 
view no worse moment could have 
been selected to ask him to absent 
himself for a matter of two weeks 
from his post of command. 

But all this is not to say, by any 
means, that the Casablanca, con- 
ference was not worthwhile. Its 
demand for the unconditional sur- 
render of the Axis powers as the 
indispensable element of peace 
would alone have justified ajl the 
risk and all the effort undertaken 
by Roosevelt and Churchill. The 
enemy knows now that his peace 
offensive has been scotched in ad- 
vance, and that he cannot offset 
military defeats by victories in the 
political and psychological fields. 
Indeed in this sense the confer- 
ence was a victory for the United 
Nations. It is one more sign of 
ous growing offensive power; one 
more banner of hope for the eyes 
of our friends; one more symbol 
of impending doom in the eyes of) 
our enemies. 

For it is the privilege of those, 
who possess the initiative to make 
plans for the destruction of their 
foes. It is a privilege which our 
enemies in times gone by have 
often exercised to our dismay. It 
seems a long while since the world | 
awaited in indecisive terror the) 
results of conferences in the Bren- | 
ner Pass.

TRE INSPECTION HERE | 
HNDER INQUIRY BY OPA 


Some Stations Said to Have 
Allowed New Casings When 
Recaps Were Sufficient. 


An investigation of tire inspec- 
tion stations in St. Louis and 
Eastern Missouri was started to- 
day by the Office of Price Admin- 
istration, following reports that 
regulations were not being strictly 
observed in some instances. 


Russel] E. Gardner Jr., State 
OPA director, said the complaints 
against the inspection stations 
were chiefly that some had issued 
certificates for new tires when re- 
capped tires would have been ade- 
quate, and that some had not held 
old tires the required 30 days for 
an OPA check to determine wheth- 
er the old tires were in such bad 
condition that recaps or new tires 
were warranted. 

If improper inspections are 
found, Gardner said, two warnings 
will be given to the inspecting sta- 
tion. A third violation would re- 
sult in revocation of the inspection 
license, he said. Inspecting sta- 
tions usually are filling stations or 
garages. 

In the case of dealers failing to 
hold worn tires for 30 days to per- 
mit the OPA check, Gardner said, 
the OPA enforcement division will 
be consulted to determine whether 
the licenses of these dealers should

and that there has been no Swiss 
Quisling, and no Swiss Laval. The 
Swiss remained true to themselves 
even in the darkest days of 1940 
and 1941 when it seemed that 
nothing but the valor of the British 
and the blind faith of free men 
elsewhere stood between Hitler and 
the creation of a totalitarian new 
order in Europe. Surely, if ever 
the honor of a people was put to 
the test, the honor of the Swiss 
was tested and proved then and 
there. How easy it would have 
been then for them to say that 
they must hasten to join the new 
order, and lick the boots of the 
conquerer to Europe. Their de- 
votion to freedom must be strong 
and deep. For no ordinary wordly 
material calculation can account 
for the behavior of the Swiss. 


Faithful to Freedom. 


HEIR behavior is of unique im- 
portance to us now and in the 
future. For here is a country of 
whom the large majority of the 
citizens are, by Hitler’s standards, 
members of the German race. 
They live side by side with Ger- 
many. They live within the eco- 
nomic order in which Germany is 
predominant. Yet they have dem- 
onstrated that the traditions of 
freedom can be stronger than the 
ties of race and of language and 
economic interest. Could there be 
a more poignant, a more dramatic, 
& more conclusive answer to the 
moral foundations of Nazism than 
that which Switzerland has given? 
We must not forget it, now or 
in the future, how faithfully the 
Swiss Republic has borne witness

In the continental countries of 
Southern Asia—Malaya, Thailand, 
Indo-China and Burma—there are 
another 10 Japanese _ divisions. 
These can be cut off by land action 
and perhaps destroyed but the Al- 
lies will still be 1000 miles from 
Japanese major land bases in 
China and Manchuria. 


Main Force Digging In. 

The strength of the Japanese 
Army is its inaccessibility. Behind 
a screen of tropical islands and 
behind the blockaded »mass of 
China, its main force is digging 
itself in. We are killing Japanese 
at the rate of a couple of hundred 
daily but Japanese youths are com- 
ing of age at the rate of a thou- 
sand daily. Once Hitler is defeat- 
ed and the Allies are able to turn 
their combined power into this the- 
ater, Japan’s collapse will be only 
a matter of time, and maybe a 
short time, should Russian bases 
become available. 


Meanwhile, the most satisfactory 
continental base is China. The re- 
opening of the Burma Road and 
the intensification of air activity 
would go far to prepare the way 
for the big offensive when it 
comes.

Both are stubborn soldiers, mili- 
tary in their minds, good generals 
and poor diplomats.

De Gaulle leaned toward poli- 
tics in London. His opponents said 
he expected to have his govern- 
ment-in-exile take over France aft- 
er the war but De Gaulle insisted 
he had no political ambition and 
he would let the French in France 
form their own government. 


‘Plain Talk’ to Generals. 


Neither the United States nor 
Great Britain recognize De Gaulle’s 
group as the French Government. 
They deal with it only as a French 
group fighting to free France. 
Both the big powers realize that 
De Gaulle is not a big French po- 
litical figure and their present 
idea is that the Allies may have to 
maintain order in France and oth- 
er countries after the war and 
themselves supervise free _ elec- 
tions of new governments. 


When those policies are known, 
it is easy to see that Roosevelt 
and Churchill at Casablanca must 
have talked very plainly to De 
Gaulle. It is reasonable to sup- 
pose they told him—and Giraud— 
that France fell through internal 
dissension, that France is fortu- 
nate that the Allies are fighting a 
world war for high aims that in- 
clude freedom for France and that 
the powers who are spending 
blood and money to liberate the 
French won’t be hampered by per- 
sonal bickering over political af- 
filiations or too close scrutiny of 
those who wish to fight the Axis. 
They may have made it clear also 
that neither of the Generals would 
march triumphantly into France to 
be President or Premier or any 
other kind of a ruler. They doubt- 
less said the French in France 
must pick their Government.

In the circumstances, the Casa- 
blanca conference, on its military 
side, was bound to be a predomi- 
nantly Anglo-American show even 
if Joseph Stalin and Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek had attended. 


Neither the Russian nor the Chi-: 


nese leaders could have contrib- 
uted very much to the military 
discussions although it would have 
been enormously useful, for a va- 
riety of other reasons, to have 
had a face-to-face meeting of the 
Big Four. 


The point is that, for better or 
worse, the strategic pattern is now 
frozen and cannot be altered with- 
out endangering that victory which 
now looms closer than ever before. 

It is no longer possible to argue, 
as it was in the days immediately 
following Pearl Harbor, whether 
our strategy should be to concen- 
trate on Hitler or on Japan first. 


Russia’s magnificent resistance 
which tied up the bulk of the Ger- 
man military force, the British vic- 
tory in Egypt and Libya and the 
presence in French North Africa 
of a large Anglo-American expe- 
ditionary force make it clear that 
our principal effort during the 
next months will be directed to- 
ward the early liquidation of the 
Nazi menace. 

We have not neglected the Far 
East altogether, however, and as 
production increases and as trans- 
portation difficulties are overcome 
there is every reason to believe 
that we shall more and more come 
to grips with Hitler’s Oriental part- 
ner. 

In particular, more and more aid 
is to be sent to China. But since 
that is all that Chiang Kai-shek 
could have got out of the confer- 
ence anyway, it is not difficult to 
understand why he stayed away.

And at. last he real- 
ized what had happened and 
packed the wonder of it in to one 
sentence:

There's something for America 
to think about. It’s going to be 
hard for many of us to come out 
of this hell without a hangover of 
hate.

Economical Menus

UGAR rationing looked like an 
Sin wind, sure enough, but good 

things have come out of it. 
Maybe you haven't personally lost 
five pounds where it does the most 
good, but we'll bet you know some- 
body who has—and all] because of 
those sweet, rich, irresistible des- 
serts that practically nobody can 
afford any more. Then there’s the 
happy fact that sister simply can’t 
take over the kitchen nowadays, 
with the sticky purpose of making 
taffy with her friends! And, even 
more practical, we've al] discovered 
what useful things the sweet 
syrups can do when pinch-hitting 
for sugar. Today’s recipe for 
Orange Biscuit Rolls is a good ex- 
ample of how corn syrup, substi- 
tuted for most of the sugar, can 
turn an old standby into some- 
thing quite different and exciting. 


Orange Biscult Rolls. 

One-half cup light corn syrup, 
four tablespoons sugar, one table- 
spoon butter or margarine, one 
half cup orange juice, one teaspoon 
grated orange rind, one-half to one 
teaspoon cinnamon, two cups all- 
purpose flour, four teaspoons bak- 
ing powder, three-fourths teaspoon 
salt, one-fourth cup lard or other 
shortening, three-fourths cup milk, 
one tablespoon melted butter or 
margarine, 

Put corn syrup, two tablespoons 
sugar and one tablespoon butter or 
margarine into a saucepan and 
cook rapidly for three minutes, or 
until somewhat thickened. Remove 
from heat, stir in orange juice and 
rind, and pour into a 6%x1ll-inch 
baking pan. Mix rest of sugar with 
cinnamon, Sift flour, measure, and 
resift twice with baking powder 
and salt, into mixing bowl. Cut in 
lard with pastry blender to two 
knives; add milk and stir until 
dough just stiffene up. Turn 
out onto floured board, knead 
three or four times, and roll into 


a rectangular shape about 12x10 
inches. Brush with the melted fat 
and sprinkle with cinnamon-sugar 
mixture. Roll up tightly like a jel7y 
roll, starting on the longer side; 
stretch roll gently to about 16-inch 
length. ‘Cut into 12 equal slices, 
and place cut side up in the orange 
syrup, making two rows along the 
sides; this allows room for rising. 
Bake in a hot oven (450 degrees) 
for about 25 minutes, or until done, 
Twelve biscuits.

Greensfelder was picked as the 
man, For more than 25 years he 
had been a world traveler in 
Europe, the Orient and South 
America and was known to be 
deeply interested in the Latin re- 
publics and the promotion of good- 
will between them and the United 
States. F. Edward O’Neil, who 
had been chairman of the com- 
mittee and is still its ex-officio 
chairman, asked him to take over 
the leadership and he consented. 

Acceptance of the responsibility 
was more than a gesture. It meant 
more than nominal exercise of 
committee functions. His great 
interest in the subject precluded 
perfunctory performance of rou- 
tine duties. Anyway, he wasn’t 
that kind of a man, So it has 
come to pass that the work of 
Greensfelder ag chairman of the 
Foreign Trade Education Com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce is hailed in that temple of 
bigger and better business as 
something worthy of all praise, 
particularly in its South American 
bearings. 


Down there they call him “the 
most nearly inexhaustible man in 
St. Louis”’—inexhaustible in his 
aggressiveness, resourcefulness and 
sheer physical industry. The man 
is not young any more-—71 to be 
exact. He is a lawyer with a large 
practice and has more than 
casual relations with numerous 
non-professional activities. With- 
out neglecting his more personal 
interests too much, he devotes 
about half of his time to the work 
of the committee. “Committee” is 
spoken of at the Chamber of Com- 
merce as something of a misnomer 
because Greensfelder in a very 
real sense is the committee. And 
what a “committee!” It is so good 
that the National Foreign Trade 
Council has singled out the St.

Greensfelder is not one to admit 
that he is the committee. On the 
contrary he speaks glowingly of 
the splendid co-operation of the 38 
members of the committee. They 
are divided into sub-committees, 
education, speakers, industrial pub- 
licity, Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce and music. 

The education group, headed by 
Philip J. Hickey, promotes the 
teaching of Spanish and Portu- 
guese, geography, cultural and po- 
litical subjects in schools, foreign 
trade courses, night classes, etc. 
The speakers’ group, headed by 
Julius Schweich, arranges for local 
forums and for appearance of 
speakers at service clubs, sectional 
groups and women’s organizations. 
The industrial group, headed by 
Charles F. Reith, encourages closer 
trade relations and  acquaints 
workers with the customs and 
present-day problems of Latin 
American countries. The publicity 
group, headed by Don Pyke, uses 
radio programs and newspaper 
space.

in a manner that the representa- 
tives of United States interests did 
not. These representatives, oper- 
ating in the United States way, 


made flying trips with the expec- . 


tation of taking orders quickly and 
returning to the United States. This 
did not accord with the leisurely 
South American way of doing 
things, so not many orders were 
obtained. 


Greensfelder well understood 
why the hurry-up technique did 
not succeed. It was not the way 
to gain the confidence and good- 
will of the South American peo- 
ple. A better understanding of 
their attitudes and manners and 
customs was needed. Such an 
understanding he is trying to 
create through the work of the 
Foreign Trade Education Commit- 
tee. 


In building up better understand- 
ing, Greensfelder and his commit- 
teemen are working with the wom- 
en and children, expecting that 
this will bring about a more re- 
ceptive attitude on the part of 
business executives, who have not 
in the past been too willing to 
adapt their methods and practices 
to the South American way of life.

The tendency has been to look 
upon foreign trade as a side line, 
but’ Greensfelder sées the time 
coming when trade with the Latin 
American countries will be as im- 
portant and merit as much atten- 
tion as the trade at home. 

It is something, says Greensfel- 
der, that should have been started 
a hundred years ago. Starting so 
late, it is not easy to see direct 
results at once. The long-range 
view is not neglected but efforts 
are directed to the solving, first, 
of the problems of the immediate 
futtire, when the war shall have 
ended and the trade competitions 
of peace times will be gatherihg 
force. 

Greensfelder sees the possibility 
that in the after-war period, the 
United States may lose the ad- 
vantages it has gained by the 
drawing together of the countries 
of the Western Hemisphere during 
the war.

Through all of this and back 
of it is the constant pressure to 
bring business executives to an 
awareness of the opportunities that 
are unfolding in the South Amer- 
ican countries. which are develop- 
ing from an agricultural to an in- 
dustrial economy, with increased 
need for the goods and services 
which the United States can sup- 
ply, but which Europe and Asia 
will supply unless a better under- 
standing is created and closer and 
more cordial relations are estab- 
lished. 

The goal of the committee, as 
Greensfelder phrases it, is to edu-

I grant that a\ seven card suit 
usually offérs a safe rebid, but 
East should have proceeded a bit 
more warily in this case. West's 
heart double had@ strongly indi- 
cated that he was very short in 
clubs, and East's suit was not 
strong enough in tops to stand on 
its own feet. West had freely bid 
one spade over one heart. True, 
East had less than adequate sup- 
port in spades, but in an emer- 
gency, the K-8 are not to be 
ignored, East could bid two spades 
whereas he would have to bid three 
clubs. Why not at least “try out” 
the former? If a two spade bid 
were doubled, East could always 
bid three clubs. Meanwhile, there 
was a good chance that neither 
South nor North could risk a 
double, 

As a matter of fact, it is doubt- 
ful that South would have doubled, 
and the chances are that North 
would have rebid his diamonds or 
ventured into no trump, in either 
case letting East-West “off the 
hook.”
